BANKRUPTS’ OCCUPATIONS. 


Farmers head the list of total failures with 342, 
followed by builders with 318, grocers 289, drapers 
and haberdashers 188, publicans and _hotel-keepers 
149, greengrocers and fruiterers 145, bakers 142, coal 
and coke merchants 127, confectioners 125, boot and 
shoe makers and dealers 124, decorators, painters, 
plumbers and glaziers 115, butchers and meat sales. 
men 106, tailors 106, carriers, carmen, carters, etc., 
104, and electricians and electrical engineers 104. 


The total number of failures of women in 1928 was 
484, as compared with 435 in 1927. The trades in 
which the greatest number of failures among women 
occurred were:—Drapers, 54; milliners and dress- 


makers, 51; grocers, 33; lodging-house keepers, 27; f 


confectioners, 25; clothiers, 22; and publicans, 18. 


HEAVIEST FAILURES. 


There were in all 22 instances during the year in 


each of which the liabilities exceeded £40,000. Inf 


three of these instances the liabilities fell between 
£40,000 and £50,000; in six instances the liabilities 
were between £50,000 and £60,000; in three instances 
the liabilities were between £60,000 and £70,000, and 
in ten the liabilities were over £70,000. The aggre- 
gate liabilities in these large cases, viz., £1,999,473, 
was about one-fourth of the estimated liabilities under 
the whole of the Receiving Orders for the year, as 
compared with £1,319,356 in 1927, in which year the 
proportion was about one-sixth. 


In seven cases of deeds of arrangement executed 
during the year the estimated liabilities exceeded 
£40,000; the total liabilities in these amounting to 
£510,959, or about one-ninth of the total liabilities 
in the net number of deeds executed. 


TRUSTEESHIPS, 


The total number of cases in which non-official 
Trustees were appointed to administer estates under 
Adjudication and Administration Orders (Section 130) 
was 770, of which 84 were summary. In ten cases 
objections to the appointment of trustees elected by 
the creditors had to be considered. In eight of these 
the appointment was certified. In one case the 
trustees withdrew upon being informed of the objec- 
tion, and in one case formal objection to the appoint: 
ment was made. 


The number of applications for discharge dealt 
with during the year was 1,037, representing an in- 
crease of 22 on the number for 1927. Immediate and 
unconditional discharge was granted in 22 cases. In 
24 cases discharge was refused. In 183 cases condi- 
tional orders of discharge were made. Discharge was 
suspended for periods of two years and upwards in 199 
cases, and for less than two years in 624 cases. 
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WINDINGS- UP. 


The total number of estates finally wound up by the 
Official Receivers during 1928 was 3,573, being an 
increase of 24 as compared with 1927. The number 
of estates wound up by non-official trustees was 845, 
or a decrease of 108 as compared with the previous 


year.

APPOINTMENT OF COMMERCIAL SECRETARY 
AT TOKIO. 

With reference to the notice which appeared in the 
‘ Journal ’’ of 5th September (page 260), regarding 
the appointment of Mr. R. Boulter, C.M.G., then 
Commercial Secretary at Tokio, to the post of H.M. 
Trade Commissioner at Singapore, the Department of 
Overseas Trade notifies that the vacancy in the post 
of Commercial Secretary at Tokio has been filled by 
the appointment of Mr. H. A. Macrae, M.B.E., Vice- 
Consul, serving as Assistant Japanese Secretary to 
H.M. Embassy at Tokio. 

Mr. Macrae has already taken up his new appoint- 
ment. He was first appointed to Japan as a Student 
Interpreter in 1909, and has served at various Consular 
posts in Japan since that date. He has acted as Com- 
mercial Secretary for considerable periods during the 


last six years. 


BRITISH COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS IN 
LITHUANIA. 


The Department of Overseas Trade is in receipt of 
a memorandum from the British Consul at Kovno 
indicating the nature of the requirements in connection 
with visits by British commercial travellers to 
Lithuania. 

Under provisions contained in a Treaty concluded 
by Lithuania with Germany, and applicable to British 
subjects, travellers may endeavour to secure trade 
orders, and for such purposes may introduce samples 
and specimens, but not merchandise. They must be 
in possession of an identity certificate in the form 
prescribed by the International Convention signed on 
38rd November, 1923, at Geneva. This certificate is to 
be procured from a British Chamber of Commerce. 
No endorsement by a Lithuanian Consular Officer is 
required on the certificate. 

British commercial travellers are liable to a tax for 
an annual “* profession ’’ licence amounting to 325 lits, 
or approximately £6 15s. The licence is obtainable in 
the name of the traveller from the Lithuanian State 
Treasury. 


CHILEAN PUBLIC WORKS CONTRACTS 
REGULATIONS. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Santiago states 
that Decree No. 3832, of 138th August last, issued by 
the Ministry for Fomento and published in ‘‘ Diario 
Oficial ’’ of 11th September, lays down regulations for 
the payment by the Director of Public Works, out of 
the funds destined for the execution of the Govern- 
ment’s programme of public works, of the passages 
to Chile of foreign operatives required for the works, 
when the respective contractors make application, and 
the necessary workmen cannot be found in the 
country.

(5) No information is available as to the quantities of gas made in each 
quarter. The provisional figures obtained by the Electricity Commissioners 
regarding the electrical energy generated by authorised undertakings show that 
in the first nine months of the present year 7,290 million units were generated, 
as against 6,395 millions in the first nine months of 1928, and 4,342 millions 
in the first nine months of 1924. The available data for electricity have been 
included in the general index numbers. 


It will be seen from the above table that the indices 
both for the manufacturing industries and for all groups 
show an improvement in the September quarter of 
this year as compared with the September quarter of 
1928 of between 9 and 10 per cent.; for the June 
quarter the corresponding comparisons showed an im- 
provement of about 8 per cent. The volume of produc- 
tion would thus appear to have been, as a whole, some- 
what more steadily maintained this year than last. 
Comparing the September and June quarters of 1929, 
there was recorded a decline of about 2 per cent. for 
manufacturing industries and a decline of 1-4 per cent. 
in the general index. Last year the general index for 
the third quarter showed a decline of about 34 per cent. 
compared with the second quarter, and both showed a 
notable decline as compared with the first quarter. 
Comparing the figures for the September quarter of 
1929 with those for the corresponding period in 1928, 
increases are recorded for all the groups for which index 
numbers have been calculated except textiles, which 
shows a reduction of 0-8 per cent. compared with a year 
earlier. 

The output of coal was about 134 per cent. greater 
in the September quarter of 1929 than a year earlier, 
and the iron and steel group shows an increase of 
nearly 17 per cent., comparing the same periods. The 
increase of 9-6 per cent. shown by the index for the 
engineering and shipbuilding group as a whole is 
mainly due to a substantial improvement in electrical 
engineering and in shipbuilding and marine engineer- 
ing and a fair improvement in the motor vehicle in- 
dustry. Activity in non-ferrous metals, compared 
with a year earlier, shows an increase of 4°3 per cent., 
a reduction in the apparent absorption of copper being 
more than offset by increased takings of lead, tin and 
zinc. ‘The index for the chemical and allied trade 
groups is higher by 104 per cent. The index for food, 
drink and tobacco records an increase of nearly 64 per 
cent., spirit distilling, tobacco, and sugar refining all 
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showing considerable increases. The decline of 0°8 per 
cent. in the index for the textile trades group, to 
which reference has been made above, is wholly due 
to a falling-off recorded in the cotton trade, the greater 
part of this decline being offset by substantial im- 
provements in the indices for the linen and silk indus- 
tries, while the index for the woollen and worsted in- 
dustries is no lower than that of a year ago. The 
output of boots and shoes shows an improvement, 
comparing the September quarter of 1929 with that 
for 1928, but the index for leather is lower. In the 
miscellaneous industries not specified in the table, 
there were considerably greater quantities of rubber 
taken by the industries using this commodity, and an 
increased output of tiles, as compared with the Sep- 
tember quarter of 1928. 

Comparing the index numbers for the September 
quarter of 1929 with those for the June quarter, 
increases are shown for coal (1:7 per cent.), for the 
chemical and allied trades (4:1 per cent.) and for food, 
drink and tobocco (2°6 per cent.). Of the decreases 
in the September quarter that for the textile group 
(nearly 84 per cent.) is the most noticeable, the artifi- 
cial silk industry alone in this group showing any 
measureable improvement as compared with the pre- 
ceding three months. It may be noted that the index 
for the textile group in the second quarter of 1928 was 
substantially the same as in the second quarter of 
the current year. Decreases, comparing the Septem- 
ber and June quarters, were also recorded for iron and 
steel (3-5 per cent.), for non-ferrous metals (11 per 
cent.), for engineering and shipbuilding (5-1 per cent.), 
and for leather and boots and shoes (5°5 per cent.). 
The last-mentioned decrease was due to a falling-off in 
the output of boots and shoes, which is probably 
seasonal, while the index for leather production was 
the same in the two quarters. 

In order to publish the results as early as possible 
it has been necessary to include certain provisional 
figures for the last quarter of the calculation. It is 
not, however, anticipated that the replacement of these 
provisional figures, when definitive data become avail- 
able, will materially alter the index numbers for the 
various groups, and any small revision that may be 
necessary will be made when the figures for the follow- 
ing quarter are published. The net result of revisions 
in the figures for the June quarter, due principally to 
the receipt of later information regarding the output of 
motor cars, tinplates, and boots and shoes, has been to 
raise the general index for that quarter by 0-5 per cent. 

The method of calculation of the index and the 
scope of the figures are fully explained in the 
“* Journal ’’ dated 2lst February, 1929 (pages 253- 
254). The sections of industry covered by the index 
represent rather more than two-thirds of the total 
manufacturing and mining activity of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, as ascertained in the 1924 
Census of Production. 





BRITISH COAL MINING. 
THE INDUSTRY IN SEPTEMBER QUARTER. 


The output of coal during the past quarter exceeded 
that of the corresponding period of 1928 by nearly 7} 
millon tons, and was the highest recorded since 1924. 
Exports absorbed 4 millions of the increased output. 
As compared with the previous quarter output was 
1 million tons higher. 

Though the average number of persons employed 
was rather lower than in the previous quarter, the 
actual numbers at the end of September were higher 
than at the end of June, and the average number for 
the quarter was 31,300 greater than it was a year ago. 
The number of days on which coal was wound at the 
mines showed an improvement of nearly 44 days, or 
74 per cent. greater than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1928. As compared with the previous quarter there 
was an improvement of over 1 day. 

Wages continued at the minimum levels prescribed 
under the Wages Agreement in all the districts. 
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Except in the house coal section, where there was 
the usual seasonal increase, prices showed little change 
as compared with the previous quarter. 

Comparing the first nine months of this year with 
the corresponding period of 1928, output reached 190 
million tons, as compared with 1764 million tons. Of 
this foreign coal shipments of all kinds absorbed nearly 
604 million tons, as compared with 52? million tons, 
and the quantity of coal available for consumption in 
Great Britain was 128 millions fons, as compared with 
1224 million tons in 1928. 

The number of days on which coal was wound at 
the mines during the first nine months of -1929 was 
74 per cent. greater than in 1928; and whereas the 
number of persons on Colliery Books declined by 
73,700 between January and September, 1928, there 
was an increase of 36,600 between January and

Although, as stated above, output was 1 million 
tons more than in the previous quarter, there were 
decreases in Lancashire, Cheshire and North Wales 
(216,600 tons), Scotland (147,000 tons), and South 
Wales and Monmouth (54,900 tons). Increases were 
recorded in all other districts, ranging from 1°8 per 
cent. in Yorkshire to 7 per cent. in Derby, Nottingham 
and Leicester. 

As compared with the third quarter of 1928 output 
was nearly 74 million tons greater. All districts 
shared in this improvement, but the increases were 
greatest in Durham (1,622,000 tons), South Wales and 
Monmouth (1,471,000 tons), and Yorkshire (1,208,000

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The number of days on which coal was wound at 
clined during the quarter until 10th August, when it 
was 925,200, as compared with 932,100 at the end of 
June, 1929. Numbers subsequently increased to 
935,400 at the end of September, 1929. As compared 
with the end of June, 1929, the principal increases 
were in Durham (38,600) and Scotland (2,600). The 
principal decrease occurred in Lancashire, Cheshire 
and North Wales (2,200). In the other districts 
numbers remained almost stationary. 

As compared with a year ago there was a net 
increase of 31,300 persons on the average, numbers in 
the chief exporting districts increasing by 32,300 and 
those in other districts declining by 1,000. 


Days WORKED AND LOST. 


The average number of days on which coal was 
wound at the pits and the causes owing to which coal 
was not wound, during the thirteen weeks ended 28th 
September, 1929, 29th June, 1929, and 29th Septem- 
ber, 1928, are compared below :—

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Out of a possible working period of 75} days, 9? 
days were lost through want of trade and transport 
difficulties at the mines, as compared with 10 days 
during the previous quarter and 14 days during the 
corresponding period of 1928. In the districts which 
are chiefly dependent upon markets abroad, and which 
produced nearly one-half of all the coal raised, the 
time so lost was only one-eighth of the total for the 
whole country, and would have been still less but for 
some irregularity in the supply of shipping tonnage. 
These particulars refer only to mines which were work- 
ing, and do not take account of the mines which were 
closed owing to depression in trade. 


OUTPUT PER SHIFT. 

The rate of output of coal during the September 
quarter of 1929 was about 214 ewts. per man-shift, or 
1 ewt. more per shift than in the third quarter of 1928 
and 3 ewts. more than in the first four months of 1926. 


CoAL SHIPPED ABROAD. 

Altogether 21:8 million tons of coal (including the 
coal-equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel) were 
exported, or were shipped for the use of steamers 
engaged in the foreign trade.

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A consideration of the markets to which the coal is 
sent shows that, as compared with the previous 
quarter, exports of coal to France, Belgium and Italy 
increased by 886,000 tons, and those to Germany and 
Holland by 234,000 tons. Smaller increases were 
recorded in shipments to Russia, etc., Scandinavia, 
Irish Free State and America. Exports to other 
markets were lower, the reduction amounting to 
292,000 tons in shipments to Egypt, Algeria, etc., 
163,000 tons to Africa and Asia (excluding the Medi- 
terranean), 104,000 tons to Spain and Portugal, and 
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54,000 tons to Malta, Gibraltar and the Channel 
Islands. 

As compared with the third quarter of 1928, the 
increase was most marked in the case of shipments to 
France, Belgium and Italy (2,211,000 tons), to 
Germany and Holland (449,000 tons), and to Scan- 
dinavia (340,000 tons), and was general except for 
Spain and Portugal and North and Central America, 
where reductions were recorded.

The ports on the East Coast contributed 1 million 
tons out of the total increase of 1} million tons, as 
compared with the previous quarter, and 2°29 million 
tons out of the total increase of 3? million tons, as 
compared with the third quarter of 1928.

CONSUMPTION OF CoAL AT HomE. 


Reckoned on the tonnage of coal produced and im- 
ported, less the tonnage shipped abroad, the quantity 
of coal available for consumption in Great Britain 
amounted to over 404 million tons during the quarter 
ended September, 1929, or rather less than in the pre- 
vious quarter. In the corresponding period of 1928 the 
quantity similarly available was 37 million tons.

Quotations during the September quarter for prompt 
export business were practically the same as in June. 
The quotation for house coal for the London markets 
shows the usual seasonal increase. 

Although in September the average declared value of 
all coal exports was 3d. per ton higher than in June, 





for the quarter as a whole the average was the same as 
ia the previous quarter. 

From such information as is available, the average 
proceeds of all coal commercially disposable shows a 
slight upward tendency. 


SELLING SCHEMES. 


The Government policy in relation to the Coal Mining 
Industry was announced in the House of Commons on 
23rd July, 1929, by the President of the Board of 
Trade, and it was then stated that the Government 
desired the coalowners to develop the organisation of 
district marketing arrangements and a central scheme 
for co-ordinating the activities of the district organisa- 
tions. The President indicated that the Government 
proposed to introduce a Bill to Parliament dealing with 
this subject. Discussions were proceeding in all the 
districts, during the quarter, with regard to the adop- 
tion of district schemes, and the preparation of a cen- 
tral co-ordinating scheme was also under consideration 
by the industry. 

WAGEs. 


During the whole of the quarter, the level of wages 
in every district remained at the minimum. 

A variation affecting only the minimum rates payable 
at two collieries in Warwickshire came into operation 
in July. These collieries, together with three others 
locally known as “‘ B”’ grade pits, had, by arrangement, 
paid a lower minimum than that prevailing in the dis- 
trict, since August, 1928, but under an award by the 
Independent Chairman, the higher rate was restored 
from the end of May. The owners of the two collieries 
maintained their inability to pay the increased rate, 
43 per cent. over basis, and offered 35 per cent. As the 
workmen were unwilling to accept this, the matter was 
by agreement between the parties again referred to the 
Independent Chairman, Sir Walter Lawrence, on the 
understanding that he should consider it, in his private 
capacity, and that his decision should be honoured by 
both sides. He decided that one colliery should pay 
87 per cent. and the other 89 per cent. until 
31st December or until the rate of wages in Warwick- 
shire progressed beyond the minimum. 

These terms were accepted, and became effective 
from 11th July. 

The average earnings per shift throughout the coal- 
fields are estimated to have been about 9s. 24d.

ACCIDENTS IN MINEs. 

There were 280 persons killed and 1,035 persons 
seriously injured* by accidents in and about coal and 
metalliferous mines during the quarter. As regards the 
fatal accidents, the improvement in the June quarter 
over the March quarter, when the number of persons 
killed was 276, is, unhappily, not maintained, and it 
seems likely now that the total for 1929 will be greater 
than for 1928. Eight of the deaths resulted from an 
explosion at the Milfraen Colliery, Monmouthshire, on 
10th July. Further particulars are given in the state- 
ment below and the corresponding figures for the pre- 
vious quarter and the September quarter of 1928 are 
shown for comparison :—

(a) accidents causing fracture of head or limb, or dis- 
location of limb, or any other serious personal injury ; 

(6) accidents caused by explosion of gas or dust, or any 
other explosive, or by electricity or by overwinding, and 
causing any personal injury whatever. The number of 
persons less seriously injured is considerably greater, but 
particulars of such accidents in 1929 are not yet available.

The total (net) cost of production of coal commer- 
cially disposable during the second quarter of 1929 was 
74d. per ton higher than in the previous quarter, and 
proceeds were 54d. per ton lower. On balance, expendi- 
ture exceeded revenue by 34d. a ton, as compared with 
a credit balance of 94d. a ton in the previous quarter. 

Such figures as are available at present indicate that 
proceeds and costs of production were equal during the 
third quarter of 1929, as compared with a debit balance 
of 34d. per ton in the previous quarter, the costs of pro- 
duction having decreased by 24d. per ton, while pro- 
ceeds were about 1d. per ton more than in the previous 
quarter.

WATER POLLUTION RESEARCH. 


There are two important processes for softening 
water, the lime-soda and the base-exchange. By the 
first process sufficient lime and soda ash are added to 
precipitate the calcium as normal carbonate and the 
magnesium as hydroxide. By the second process the 
property of base-exchange possessed by certain 
hydrated aluminosilicates is employed. 

The softening of water by the base-exchange process 
is assuming increasing importance, and a *Paper just 
issued summarises existing knowledge of the subject. 
Following a brief historical introduction, the technique 
of the process is described, and its advantages and dis- 
advantages in comparison with the older lime-soda pro- 
cess are set out. The preparation of base-exchange 
materials is briefly described, and the concluding sec- 
tions, dealing with the theory of the process, serve to 
indicate the incompleteness of existing knowledge in 
this direction.

The condition 
of standing crops is fair to good. 


Bihar and Orissa, 18th November.—No rain has 
fallen. The condition of winter paddy is generally good. 
In the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur 
the weather has been seasonable; sugar cane is thriy- 
ing and the condition of standing crops is good. 


Bengal, 20th November.—The weather has been 
dry except for light falls of rain in Darjeeling, Chitta- 
gong and hill tracts. Progress is being made with agri- 
cultural operations, and the prospects for standing crops 
are fair. 


Central Provinces, 18th November.—The sky has 
been clear, with only occasional clouds, and the weather 
dry, and rain is badly needed. The condition of irrigated 
The young plants are thriving in central and eastern 
districts, but in the Saugor, Damoh and Nerbuda divi- 
sions and parts of Berar early winter showers are 
needed to improve the condition of crops and prevent 
withering in places owing to lack of moisture. 


Punjab, 18th November.—The weather has been 
dry, and rain is badly needed. The condition of irrigated 
crops is average to good, and of unirrigated crops be- 
low the average. Standing crops have been somewhat 
damaged by locusts in parts of the west of the Punjab. 


Assam, 25th November.—The weather has been 
seasonable. Outturn prospects are fair. Rats are 
damaging paddy in the Lushai Hills. 





WEST INDIES CROPS AND TRADE. 


The following information has been received by 
Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) from 
their local managers :— 

In Barbados good showers have fallen in certain 
places, but in some parts rain is much needed. The 
Department of Agriculture estimates the sugar and 
molasses crop for next year at the equivalent of 
approximately 80,000 tons. Trade conditions remain 
dull, as a result of the poor return obtained for the 
last sugar crop and the unpromising outlook for the 
next. Weather conditions in Trinidad have been dry 
and hot, and a few light showers would prove bene- 
ficial. Appreciable damage has been done in the 
northern and central sugar districts by the froghopper 
pest. Early pickings of cocoa commenced in October, 
and will become heavier late in November or early in 
December; present indications point to a good crop. 

Excellent rains have been experienced in Jamaica. 
The reaping of the new sugar crop will commence in 
December; the canes are reported to be looking well 
and an average yield is expected. Shipments of 
bananas from Ist January to 19th October, at 
18,656,500 stems, show the satisfactory increase of 
4,516,700 stems over the corresponding period of last 
year. The coffee crop is just coming in, but latest 
reports indicate that it is not expected to be a large 
one. Trade shows a tendency to improve. 

As regards the Leeward Islands the weather in 
Dominica has been most suitable to the growing crops, 
particularly limes. The local Agricultural Department 
is actively engaged in cultivating lime nurseries in 
order to provide planters with suitable material to 
replant those estates which have been devastated by 
‘’ withertip ’’ and ‘‘ red root ’’ diseases. In Antigua, 
a heavy fall of rain is greatly needed, as the sugar 
canes are showing signs of suffering from the continued 
hot and dry weather. Good rains have fallen in the 
Cayon district of St. Kitts, but in the rest of the 
Island rain is urgently required. 

Concerning the Windward Islands, shipments of 
cocoa and nutmegs from Grenada for the agricultural 
year ended 30th September showed a slight decrease 
on the twelve months. In St. Vincent the weather 
has been favourable for all crops, but heavy weather 
has been experienced in St. Lucia, particularly in the

Roseau Valley, where considerable flooding has 
occurred. 

Sugar grinding is now general on all estates in 
British Guiana and will continue until early December. 
It is reported that the yield is very good and that the 
original estimates are likely to be exceeded. Rice 
reaping is also general and a very heavy crop is ex- 
pected. Activity in the timber industry continues to 
be maintained. Trade remains very dull. 





FOREIGN AIRCRAFT OVER POLAND. 

We have been informed by the Polish Embassy in 
London that on 23rd September new regulations came 
into force in Poland concerning the entry into and pas- 
sage over Poland by foreign aircraft. 

In pursuance of these regulations every aircraft pro- 
ceeding to Poland or passing over its territory should be 
provided with a certificate containing necessary par- 
ticulars of the aircraft, its crew, passengers and cargo. 
The Polish Consular representatives abroad are autho- 
rised to issue such certificates. The aircraft of 
countries which acceded to the International Air Con- 
vention of 1919 or aircraft which belong to countries 
which concluded air agreements with Poland will re- 
ceive the said certificates immediately and free of 
charge from the above-mentioned Polish representa- 
tives. An exception constitutes military aircraft or 
other State aircraft, the entry of which into Poland or 
passage over its territory is to be diplomatically settled. 
Commercial transport of passengers and cargo by air- 
craft requires in Poland a special licence from the com- 
petent authorities. 

As regards the entry into or the passage over Poland 
of private aircraft of other countries, the persons con- 
cerned should apply to the Polish Consular representa- 
tives abroad, who will in each case communicate with 
the competent Polish authorities with a view of obtain- 
ing the required licences.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1930. 





NEW INVENTIONS AT BIRMINGHAM. 


In more marked degree each year the Heavy Section 
of the British Industries Fair becomes a national index 
of industrial enterprise. Not only will the 1930 dis- 
play in Birmingham be of greater dimensions than ever 
before, but it is now evident that the new products to 
be introduced next February will be more numerous in 
proportion and cover a still wider range of industrial 
and domestic uses.

While one firm has been busily engaged on improved 
designs for metal-clad electrical switchgear, giving 
greater control and safety to operators in factories, 
mines and power stations, another claims to have 
solved the problem of driving belts which will take 
excessive strains on small-sized pulleys. 


Manufacturers who are world-famous for their 
measuring instruments will show an entirely new 
range of industrial visible weighers which give quick 
self-indications of accurate weights. 


Specialists in the maintenance of electrical plant 
have effected an improvement of windings to stand 
high temperatures by the use of heat-resisting 
enamels. 


A new model of electric arc welder, more compact 
than previous models, and a new rotating electric 
furnace for melting non-ferrous metals—the only one 
of this type made in Great Britain—are other features. 


An important development in plant for the handling 
of materials, such as crushers, elevators, screens and 
belt-conveyors is the serious attention now given to 
control of feed by the operators, and new apparatus for 
securing evenness of feed is said to increase the effi- 
ciency and life of such machinery by 334 and 80 per 
cent. respectively. 


The enormous increase in the demand for gas has 
brought fresh problems of distribution in regard to 
altering the pressure from time to time during the day 
and night. In this connection a novel invention of 
district gas governors, designed to facilitate the altera- 
tion of pressures, is of unusual interest. 


Also in the Gas Section will be seen in operation gas 
switches—of which models only were shown at the 
last Fair—stated to be absolutely reliable and incap- 
able of failing. 


DEMONSTRATIONS TO EXPERTS. 


Many large manufacturing firms indicate that they 
are making it more and more a practice to issue per- 
sonal invitations to industrial users and distributors 
of their products to examine at first-hand their inno- 
vations of the year. 


New devices and adaptations in machinery, they 
point out, are difficult to explain except to experts, 
and half-an-hour at a stand where actual demonstra- 
tions are in progress is of the utmost value to pro- 
ducers and users alike in arriving at a mutual under-

OVERSEAS TRADE IN SEPTEMBER. 


The trade returns of British India for the month of 
September, 1929, as compared with the preceding month, 
showed decreases in the values of imports, exports and re. 
exports, states a press note issued by the Director-General 
of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics and forwarded by 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta. Imports of private 
merchandise totalled Rs. 19,23 lakhs, a decrease of Rs. 1,11 
lakhs as compared with August. The value of exports of 
Indian produce and manufactures fell by Rs. 96 lakhs from 
Rs. 26,74 lakhs in August to Rs. 25,78 lakhs in the month 
under report, and that of re-exports fell by Rs. 14 lakhs to 
Rs. 49 lakhs. The comparison of the trade figures for 
September and the six months, April-September, 1929, with 
those for the preceding month and the corresponding periods 
of the last year, is set forth below :—

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in September, 1929, was 
Rs. 5,73 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs. 5,48 lakhs in August, 1929, and Rs. 3,33 lakhs in 
September, 1928. 
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During the six months ended September, 1929, the visible 
balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was Rs. 27,54 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 25,94 lakhs in 
the corresponding period of last year. The balance of re- 
mittances of funds in September, 1929, was minus Rs. 1,43 
lakhs and in the six months ended September, 1929, minus 
Rs. 4,83 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND EXPporRTs. 


As compared with September, 1928, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco in the month under survey declined by Rs. 73 
lakhs to Rs. 2,94 lakhs and those of manufactured articles 
by Rs. 1,36 lakhs to Rs. 14,13 lakhs, while imports of raw 
materials rose by Rs. 60 lakhs to Rs. 1,86 lakhs. Under food, 
drink, and tobacco, imports of sugar, 16 D.S. and above (in- 
cluding beet) increased in quantity by 10,000 tons to 83,000 
tons, but declined in value by Rs. 8 lakhs to Rs. 1,24 lakhs. 
There were practically no imports of rice not in the husk 
during the month as against 21,000 tons valued at Rs. 29 
lakhs received a year ago. The imports of wheat also 
declined by Rs. 17 lakhs to Rs. 11 lakhs. Imports of betel 
nuts recorded a decrease of Rs. 10 lakhs. Under raw 
materials imports of kerosene oil showed an increase of 6 
million gallons in quantity and of Rs. 33 lakhs in value. 
Fuel oil also showed an advance of 3 million gallons in 
quantity and of Rs. 4 lakhs in value. Under manufactured 
articles imports of cotton yarn and manufactures decreased 
by Rs. 60 lakhs. Imports of twist and yarn declined by a 
million lbs. in quantity and by Rs. 13 lakhs to Rs. 43 lakhs 
in value. Cotton piece-goods fell by 14 million yards in 
quantity and by Rs. 46 lakhs in value. Grey and coloured 
goods fell by 7 and 5 million yards in quantity and in value 
by Rs. 21 and Rs. 29 lakhs respectively ; white goods fell in 
quantity by a million yards but rose in value by Rs. 3 lakhs. 
There were noticeable decreases under woollen piece-goods 
(—Rs. 22 lakhs) and galvanised sheets and plates (—Rs. 20 
lakhs), but there was an increase under machinery-prime 
movers, other than electrical (+Rs. 23 lakhs). 

Exports of food, drink, and tobacco in September, 1929, 
compared with September, 1928, rose by Rs. 41 lakhs to 
Rs. 6,24 lakhs, owing mainly to an increase in the exports of 
tea, which rose by 9 million lbs. in quantity and by Rs. 52 
lakhs in value. 

The quantity of rice not in the husk exported decreased 
slightly from 111,000 tons to 109,000 tons, and the value 
thereof from Rs. 1,64 lakhs to Rs. 1,62 lakhs. Exports of 
barley fell from 1,000 tons to 29 tons and the value from 
Rs. 1 lakh to Rs. 4,000 only. Raw materials and produce 
exported increased by Rs. 2,22 lakhs to Rs. 12,06 lakhs. 
Under this group raw cotton recorded an increase of 3,600 
tons in quantity and of Rs. 7 lakhs in value. Of the total 
shipments Japan took 16,000 tons, or 42 per cent., Italy and 
Germany 5,000 tons each, Belgium 4,000 tons, France and 
the United Kingdom 2,000 tons each, China 1,700 tons, the 
remainder going mainly to the Netherlands and the United 
States. Exports of raw jute rose from 65,000 tons to 88,000 
tons in quantity, the corresponding increase in value being 
from Rs. 2,49 lakhs to Rs. 3,06 lakhs. Shipments of oil- 
seeds also showed a net increase of Rs. 1,47 lakhs. Under 
groundnuts there was an increase of Rs. 1,08 lakhs, under 
linseed Rs. 42 lakhs, under castor Rs. 5 lakhs and under 
cotton Rs. 4 lakhs, but exports of sesamum and of rapeseed 
decreased by Rs. 7 and Rs. 2 lakhs respectively. Shipments 
of raw skins rose by 500 tons in quantity and by Rs. 16 
lakhs in value. Manufactured goods declined by Rs. 1,16 
lakhs to Rs. 7,32 lakhs. The number of jute bags shipped 
fell from 54 millions to 48 millions in quantity and from 
Rs. 2,91 lakhs to Rs. 2,26 lakhs in value. The yardage of 
gunny cloth exported fell from 147 millions to 132 millions 
and in value from Rs. 3,20 lakhs to Rs. 2,47 lakhs. Tanned 
or dressed hides and skins decreased by 200 tons in quantity 
and by Rs. 14 lakhs in value, but there was a noticeable 
increase under cotton manufactures (+Rs 23 lakhs). 


TRADE WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports was 43 per 
cent. as in September, 1928, while her share in exports 
rose from 23 per cent. to 25 per cent. The shares of Ger- 
many, Japan and the United States in September, 1929, 
were, respectively, 7, 10 and 6 per cent. under imports and 
10, 8 and 10 per cent. under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign 
countries and British possessions during the month of Sep- 
tember amounted respectively to 627,000 and 767,000, as 
against 730,000 and 732,000 in August, 1929, and 584,000 and 
646,000 in September, 1928. During the six months ended 
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September, 1929, the tonnage of vessels entered and cleared 
with cargoes amounted respectively t¢ 3,979,000 and 
4,382,000, as compared with 3,933,000 and 4,057,000 in the 
corresponding period of 1928. 





CANADA. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN SEPTEMBER. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, has recently 
issued a summary of the trade of the Dominion during 
September last, which shows that imports for consumption 
and Canadian exports amounted in value to 99,379,848 
dollars and 87,751,034 dols., while the totals for the twelve 
months ended 30th September last were 1,299,550,895 dols. 
and 1,303,228,355 dols respectively. British Empire 
countries provided 19,792,486 dols. of the imports and re- 
ceived 31,931,513 dols. of the exports. The following table

SOUTH AFRICA. 


TRADE CONDITIONS. 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa, Limited, supply the following information regard- 
ing trade conditions in the Union of South Africa: ~ 


The seasonal improvement in business continues, but 
activity still appears to be below normal! for the time of year. 
Farming conditions remain generally good, but the better 
tone on the wool market is offset by the further fall in 
maize prices, and business prospects for the coming season 
remain somewhat uncertain. 

The Transvaal gold output in October (27 working days) 
amounted to 888,690 fine ozs., valued at £3,774,915, com- 
pared with 849,553 ozs., valued at £3,608,672, in September 
(25 working days). The average daily output decreased from 
33,982 ozs. to 32,914, and the native labour supply decreased 
from 190,567 to 189,739. The alluvial diamond output in 
September in Western Transvaal totalled 87,452 carats, 
valued at £226,732, compared with 94,360 carats, valued at 
£246,879, in August. The diamond market has been 
affected by the slump on Wall Street, and prices have 
declined about 10 per cent. 

Railway earnings from 6th October to 9th November 
totalled £2,655,432, or £105,432 above the estimate. Total 
earnings from Ist April to 9th November were £16,290,489, 
or £43,346 above the estimate; the earnings during the 
corresponding period of last year were £15,855,402. 


Crops AND MARKETS. 


Local maize prices have declined considerably on the 
month in sympathy with overseas markets, but quotations 
are still generally above the overseas parity, and exports are 
small. Shipments of maize and maize products in October 
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totalled 668,000 bags, compared with 1,091,000 in October, 
1928. Total exports for the season to the end of October 
were 3,692,000 bags, as against 5,452,000 in the correspond- 
ing period of last season. The remaining exportable surplus 
is estimated at 3,500,000 bags. 

The preliminary estimate of the wheat crop is 672,000,000 
lbs., compared with last year’s estimated crop of 416,000,000 
lbs. The figures may require modification owing to attacks 
of rust, but if realised will greatly reduce import require- 
ments during 1930. The estimate of the oat crop is 
347,000,000 Ibs., as against the estimate of 243,000,000 lbs. 
for last year’s crop. The large crop and poor local demand 
may necessitate exportation, although the present export 
prices are below the cost of production. 

Exports of citrus fruit in October totalled 96,759 boxes, 
compared with 115,270 boxes in October, 1928. This brings 
the total for the season up to 1,189,592 boxes, compared 
with 867,016 in the corresponding period of last year. 

Demand on the local wool markets is good, and mainly 
on Continental account, and prices show a slight improve- 
ment. Holders generally are meeting the market, and the 
volume of business passing is satisfactory. There has been 
some improvement in the demand for mohair, and steady 
transactions are taking place in most descriptions at un- 
changed prices. Sheepskins are firmer in sympathy with 
wool. Hides are again slightly lower, but goatskins are 
firm. On the ostrich feather market demand for shorts re- 
mains satisfactory, but competition in wings is restricted, 
especially for the better grades. 

The footwear factories are now receiving more orders. 
Conditions in the manufacturing industries are otherwise 
about unchanged. The demand for agricultural machinery 
has been good, and business in fencing materials, though 
quieter, is normal for the time of year.

FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER. 


The British Consul at Tallinn reports that the total 
turnover of foreign trade during September last was 
22,781,900 krons, imports representing 10,923,400 kr. and 
exports 11,858,500 kr., a balance in favour of the latter of 
935,100 kr. The total value of imports for the first nine 
months of 1929 was 94,360,500 kr. (in 1928 94,735,400 kr.), 
and of exports 87,010,200 kr. (in 1928 96,373,000 kr.), an 
adverse balance for the current year of 7,350,300 kr. It 
should be stated that these figures show a considerable 
improvement, the adverse balance for the first five months 
of the current year being 14,206,900 kr. 


As regards imports, Great Britain held the second place 
during September, having imported goods to a value of 
1,694,387 kr., Germany’s total being 3,124,897 kr. The 
United States supplied imports valued at 1,459,728 kr. As 
regards exports during September, Germany has for once 
occupied Great Britain’s place as the principal purchaser 
of Estonian goods, having taken exports to a value of 
4,717,369 kr., as against 3,553,213 kr. taken by Great 
Britain. This fact is explained by the increased exports of 
butter to Germany and the decrease in the export of that 
commodity to Great Britain.

tion of it, magnified by more or less extravagant expecta- 
tions which induced the speculating public to extend itself 
beyond its means. While reports of slackening business in 
certain lines of industry may have been one factor in the 
final break, the main cause was in the condition of the 
market itself. All over the country general business is 
proceeding in a healthy and orderly fashion which is in 
marked contrast with the chaotic conditions in the stock 
market. 


Recent reports from the industries have been favourable, 
indicating that a confidence is unimpaired. The accumula- 
tion of stocks in the automobile industry and slowing down 
of production is fully accounted for in the record-breaking 
activity of the first half of the year, and such incline as 
has occurred in the steel industry is accounted for by the 
slackening in automobile production. 

For the past year the growing stringency in money has 
been the chief source of anxiety in the minds of competent 
authorities, and this situation is now promised relief by a 
subsidence of the abnormal demand for speculation. 


That consumer purchasing power will be: hurt in 
numerous individual cases is, of course, true, but observa- 
tion has taught that whether the misfortune be a hurri- 
cane, a great conflagration, or a stock market crash, first 
impressions almost invariably exaggerate the extent of the 
damage. 


HomE AND ForEIGN TRADE. 


A cable received by the London office of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York states that a general hesitancy 
has been visible in business since the market break, with 
sharply curtailed sales in luxury lines. Abnormally warm 
weather has also retarded sales of seasonal goods. Some in- 
dustries are making a very fair showing, but general busi- 
ness is below last year’s levels. Many reports anticipate a 
favourable Christmas trade despite the crash of the stock 
markets. 

Sales of 58 leading store chains in October increased 
16-33 per cent. above a year ago, and department store 
sales were 3 per cent higher. 

Commercial failures in October totalled 1,822, with 
liabilities of 31,313,581 dollars, against 2,023, with 34,990,474 
dols. a year ago. 

Exports of merchandise from the United States in October 
were valued at 530 million dols., or 98 million dols. above 
September; excepting October and November of last year, 
the past month’s exports were the highest since January, 
1921. Imports, at 392 million dols., were 39 million dols. 
above those of October, 1928.

CANADA. 


MOVEMENTS OF COAL AND COKE IN 
SEPTEMBER. 


Coal production in Canada during September was 2 per 
cent. higher than in August and 9 per cent. more than the 
September average for the five preceding years. The output 
for the month was 1,378,631 short tons, including 979,310 
tons of bituminous coal, 44,006 tons of sub-bituminous coal, 
and 355,315 tons of lignite. Nova Scotia produced 598,141 
tons, New Brunswick 16,340 tons, Saskatchewan 35,246 tons, 
Alberta 528,685 tons and British Columbia 200,115 tons. All 
coal-producing provinces except Nova Scotia showed in- 
creases in production as compared with the preceding 
month. 


Imports of coal into Canada during September amounted 
to 1,944,101 tons, and included 1,800,302 tons from the 
United States, 116,849 tons from Great Britain and 26,950 
tons from the Soviet Union. By kinds of coal the imports 
were: anthracite 427,909 tons, bituminous 1,515,370 tons 
and lignite 822 tons. Imports in August totalled 1,883,468 
tons. 


Exports of coal in September amounted to 78,211 tons, 
and comprised 45,165 tons through the ports of the Eastern 
provinces and 33,046 tons from the Western provinces. 


Coal made available for use in Canada during September 
amounted to 3,244,521 tons, comprising 2,417,955 tons of

bituminous, 427,909 tons of anthracite, 44,006 tons of sub- 
bituminous and 354,651 tons of lignite coal. Classified 
according to origin, the tonnage of coal made available for 
consumption was divided as follows:—From Canadian 
mines, 902,585 tons of bituminous, 44,006 tons of sub- 
bituminous, and 353,829 tons of lignite; from the United 
States, 303,470 tons of anthracite, 1,496,010 tons of bitu- 
minous, and 822 tons of lignite; from Great Britain, 97,489 
tons of anthracite, 19,360 tons of bituminous coal; and from 
the Soviet Union, 26,950 tons of anthracite coal. 


MovEMENTS OF COKE. 


Production of coke in Canada during September totalled 
220,485 tons. This was 14 per cent. more than the total 
of 194,059 tons reported for the corresponding month of 
1928 but 3 per cent. under the output of 226,515 tons for 
August of this year. 


Coke oven charges during September included 79,168 tons 
of Canadian coal and 230,732 tons of imported coal, or a 
total of 309,900 tons of bituminous coal. For the first nine 
months of this year 2,767,277 tons of bituminous coal were 
carbonised to produce 1,994,790 tons of coke. 


Customs’ records show that 85,661 tons of coke were im- 
ported into Canada and 1,550 tons were exported during 
September. The apparent consumption of coke in Canada, 
obtained by deducting the exports from the sum of the pro- 
duction and the imports, amounted to 304,596 tons in 
September. For the year to date the total, thus computed, 
was 2,845,671 tons. 

During September 107,280 tons of coke were charged to 
iron blast furnaces in Canada to make a total of 893,447 
tons for the year to date.

TIN ORE PRODUCTION IN UNFEDERATED 
STATES. 


An official cable from Singapore to the Malayan Informa- 
tion Agency in London states that the output of tin ore 
(72 per cent. tin) from the Unfederated Malay States during 
October was 4,904 pikuls 60 katis, as compared with 4,097 
pikuls 57 katis in September. The following are comparative

COAL OUTPUT AND EXPORTS IN 
SEPTEMBER. 


The production of coal in Poland during September 
amounted to 3,950,000 metric tons, as compared with 
3,942,000 tons in the previous month and 3,401,000 tons in 
September, 1928. Of this quantity 2,958,000 tons were from 
Upper Silesia, 764,000 tons from the Dombrowa and 228,000 
tons from the Cracow field. 


The internal consumption (dispatches by rail from the 
mines) was 2,315,000 tons, compared with 2,212,000 tons in 
August, and stocks in hand at the end of the month totalled 
885,000 tons, as against 887,000 tons on 3lst August. 


Exports amounted in round figures to 1,376,000 tons, of 
which 499,000 tons were dispatched via Danzig, 234,000 tons 
via Gdynia, and the balance of 1,003,000 tons over land 
frontiers. The September total was 111,000 tons smaller 
than that of the previous month (1,487,000 tons), but 131,000 
tons more than that of September, 1928 (1,245,000 tons). 


Exports during the first nine months of the year amounted 
to 10,539,000 tons, as compared with 9,774,000 tons in the 


corresponding period of last year.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN OCTOBER, 1929. 


The net tonnage of vessels that arrived with cargo in the 
foreign trade during October, 1929, at ports of the United 
Kingdom was 7,176,000 tons, an increase of 382,000 tons, 
or 5-6 per cent., as compared with the corresponding figures 
for October, 1928. Increases were recorded in the arrivals 
with cargo from the majority of the trading areas, of which 
the more important were Northern Europe, South America 
(Atlantic Coast), and the ‘‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, 
India ’’ area. Decreases were recorded in the arrivals with 
cargo from North America—Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 
The British arrivals with cargo increased by 274,000 tons, or 
6-0 per cent., and the United States arrivals with cargo 
increased by 56,000 tons, or 12-7 per cent. On the other 
hand, the German arrivals with cargo fell by 28,000 tons, or 
13-5 per cent., and the Norwegian arrivals with cargo de- 
creased by 8,000 tons, or 2-9 per cent. British tonnage 
accounted for 67-6 per cent. of the total tonnage that arrived 
with cargo, as compared with 67-4 per cent. in October, 1928. 
The arrivals in ballast in the foreign trade during the month 
of October, 1929, totalled 3,937,000 net tons, a small in- 
crease of 1,000 tons as compared with the aggregate for 
October, 1928. The British arrivals in ballast increased 
by 14,000 tons, or 0-5 per cent., and the German arrivals 
increased by 67,000 tons, or 25-1 per cent. The Norwegian 
arrivals decreased by 22,000 tons, or 16:5 per cent., the 
Dutch arrivals decreased by 12,000 tons, or 5-9 per cent., 
and the United States arrivals decreased by 12,000 tons, 
or 85-7 per cent. 

The net tonnage of vessels that departed with cargo in 
the foreign trade during October, 1929, was 7,325,000 tons, 
an increase of 568,000 tons, or 8-4 per cent., as compared 
with October of the previous year. This increase was dis- 
tributed over the majority of the trading areas, of which 
the more noticeable were ‘‘ Northern Europe” and

‘‘Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries.”’ 
The only decrease worthy of notice was that in respect of 
‘‘ North America—Atlantic coast.’? The British departures 
with cargo increased by 300,000 tons, or 6-3 per cent., the 
German departures with cargo increased by 28,000 tons, or 
16-6 per cent., the Dutch increased by 55,000 tons, or 
21-8 per cent., and the French increased by 54,000 tons, or 
23-7 per cent. There were no decreases recorded among the 
principal nationalities. Of the total net tonnage of the 
departures with cargo 69-4 per cent. was British, as com- 
pared with 70-8 per cent. in October, 1928. The departures 
in ballast in the foreign trade during the month aggregated 
3,808,000 net tons, an increase of 14,000 tons, or 0-4 per 
cent., as compared with October, 1928. The German ton- 
nage increased by 21,000 tons, or 69 per cent., and the 
United States tonnage increased by 58,000 tons, or 27-2 per 
cent. The British tonnage decreased by 18,000 tons, or 
0-8 per cent., and the French tonnage decreased by 59,000 
tons, or 32-8 per cent. 

In the coasting trade the arrivals with cargo increased by 
0-2 per cent. and the departures with cargo decreased by 
0-2 per cent., as compared with October, 1928, while the 
arrivals and departures in ballast increased by 9-3 per cent. 
and 15:2 per cent. respectively.

KIEL CANAL TRAFFIC IN OCTOBER. 
(From the British Consul-General.) 


HamMBoura. 

During October 5,105 vessels, aggregating 2,341,389 net 
registered tons, passed through the Kiel Canal, representing 
a drop of approximately 2-65 per cent. and 2-30 per cent. 
respectively on the preceding month. 

Of the 5,105 vessels 2,719 were registered as sea-going 
steamers of 2,162,310 n.r. tons and of these 2,572 were cargo 
and passenger steamers of 2,155,712 n.r. tons, 145 tugs of 
6,414 n.r. tons and 2 fishing steamers of 184 n.r. tons. There 
were also 2,142 sailing craft aggregating 114,974 n.r. tons, 
169 lighters and barges of 52,208 n.r. tons and 75 naval, 
service and pleasure vessels of 11,897 n.r. tons. 

The vessels were loaded as follows:—6 with passengers; 
31 with cattle; 319 with coal; 31 with stone; 52 with iron; 
665 with timber; 780 with grain; 83 with ore; 772 with 
goods in bulk; 1,088 with piece-goods; and 102 with general 
cargo; while 1,176 were empty or in ballast.

CANADA. 


THE NATIONAL DEBT. 
(From the High Commissioner of Canada in London.) 
The active business conditions which have been experi- 
enced in Canada during the past few years are reflected 


in an almost continuous monthly contraction in the net 
debt of the Dominion.

According to the official ‘‘ Canada Gazette,’’ the total 
net debt of the Dominion on 30th September, ‘‘ exclusive of 
non-active assets,’’ reached 2,140,341,090 dollars, as com. 
pared with 2,223,347,692 dols. at the corresponding date 
last year, a decrease of 90 million dols. in twelve months, 
The decrease in question arises out of a reduction in the debt 
payable in New York from a total of 225,879,000 dols. in 
1928 to a total of 167,475,700 dols. in 1929, the funded debt 
payable in Canada having declined at the same time from 
1,856,941,704 dols. to 1,825,810,634 dols. 

During the six months Ist April-30th September the 
revenue amounted to 250,762,941 dols., as against 235,792,713 
dols. in the corresponding period of 1928, several important 
branches showing a gain; Excise Taxes were an exception, 
reductions having been made in recent Budgets. Expendi- 
ture during the six months under review totalled 175,599,326 
dols., as against 162,290,172 dols.

“ ANTI-BOUNTY ’”? DUTY CN MANUFAC- 
TURES OF SILK OR ARTIFICIAL SILK 
FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ Journal’’ of 
30th August, 1928 (page 280), relating to the countervailing 
duty levied on spun-silk yarn imported into the United 
States from the United Kingdom, it should be noted that 
according to Treasury Decision [T.D. 43634] dated 
30th October, 1929, it has been held that countervailing 
duties are also leviable on certain manufactures of silk 
and artificial silk on the ground that excess drawbacks paid 
in this country on exportation of these goods constitute a 
bounty under Section 303 of the United States Tariff Act. 
The Decision, which takes the form of a communication 
from the Secretary of the Treasury to the Collector of 
Customs at New York, is in the following terms :— 


Reference is made to your letter of 3rd June, 1929 (5135/11), 
relative to the question of the application of the provisions of 
Section 303 of the Tariff Act of 1922 to certain manufactures of 
silk or artificial silk imported from Great Britain. 

Since the receipt of your letter a further investigation has 
been made in England and the results studied by the appraiser’s 
office. It appears that the amount of drawback paid by the 
British Government on the exportation of certain manufactures 
of silk or artificial silk exceeds by varying amounts the import 
duties or the excise tax collected by that Government in connec- 
tion with such articles. 

Following the principle set forth in T.D. 42895 of 24th July, 
1928,* I am of the opinion that such excess of drawback consti- 
tutes a bounty under Section 303 of the said Tariff Act. Pur- 
suant to the provisions of that Section I have ascertained and 
determined and hereby declare the net amount of bounty to be 
as specified in the following table :—

The Secretary of State has been requested to instruct Consular 
officers to require invoices of the said articles to specify the 
total drawback received, the total import duty paid, the number 
of pounds and the rate of duty or tax, and the rate of drawback 
on each component.

The Bankers’ Almanac and Year Book for 1929-30. Pub. 
lished by Thomas Skinner and Company, Gresham House, Ojd 
Broad Street, London, E.C. Price 42s. net. 


The ‘‘ Bankers’ Almanac and Year Book’’ is now in its 
eighty-fifth edition. Once again the work has been com. 
pletely revised and a further large number of institutions 
added to the section ‘‘ International Banks,’’ involving ex. 
pansion in the ‘‘ Geographicai Index’”’ and ‘“* Telegraphic 
Addresses ’’ sections. An extraordinary amount of British 
banking and commercial history is compressed into the pages 
headed ‘‘ Amalgamations and Other Changes among Banks ’’; 
this deals not only with the changes of the last few years, 
but recalls names long since forgotten, and forms the most 
compiete record of the kind in existence. There is also 4 
diary of important events since 1866. Further, a complete 
survey of the movements of the foreign exchanges is given 
by means of a series of tables of the average rates of each 
week from the beginning of 1927. 

Another interesting compilation is that showing the rela. 
tive position of the Banks of Great Britain and Ireland 
for the pre-war year 1914, at the Armistice and annually 
since. 

Other features of reference include changes in Bank rates 
of England, France, Germany and Holland since 1844 and 
Belgium since 1851; prices of bar silver since 1833; and 
weekly average prices of gold and silver in recent years. 


With regard to Telegraphic Addresses it may be pointed 
out that these are arranged alphabeticaily both under the 
names of the banks and the telegraphic addresses, and that 
a code number is given to each name, whereby the name 
and address of any bank can be transmitted by cable in 
one word. This is usefui to bankers and customers in giving 
instructions by cable. 


Tanning Materials of the British Empire. Published by the 
Imperial Institute, South Kensington, 8.W. 7. Price 2s. 

Four articles on this subject were published in _ recent 
numbers of the quarterly “‘ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute,” 
and it was thought by the Imperial Institute Advisory Com- 
mittee on tanning materials that it would serve a useful pur- 
pose if they were issued as a separate pamphlet. For this 
purpose the articles have been revised and brought up to date, 
and graphs illustrating the price fluctuations of the principal 
tanning materials have been added. It may be mentioned that 
Dr. Leopold Pollak, the scientific editor of ‘‘ Der Gerber,”’ con- 
sidered the articles to be of such importance to tanners that 
he translated them into German for publication in that journal 
and they have since been issued in book form by Julius 
Springer, of Vienna.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial, Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
@ widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following : Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products ; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods ; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as repre- 
sentatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations 
concerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices;
